Ir there is one subject more than an- 
other upon which Englishmen are 
prone to dilate, it is the felicity of 
having a free press. We aro all na- 
tarally grateful for s boon which has 
done so much to elevate us amongst 
the nations, aud we are not soon tired 
of referring to the advantages it has 
been the means of conferring upon our 
race. We have not, however, obtained 
this precious possession easily. There are 
men yet living who can reeall the time 
when articles similar to those that now 
appear in the Liberal newspapers would 
liave been branded as seditious, and 
when the editors and publishers of the 
obnoxious journals would have been 
punished with fines. In the days of 
i 














theRogency,Leigh Hunt, the wronged 
Libertas” of Keats, paid for some 
fodlish jests on thecorpalence of the first 
gentleman in Europe, by imprisonment, > 
Now, in China, 0 far as we know, the 
Press has been, from time immemorial, 





| free. Hore, men may print and publish 


whatever they have a mind to. Tho 
speculator on morals, the innovator in 
politics, the corrector of economical 
abuses, have free scope for the exeicise 
of their talents, and have the inestima- 
ble privilege of lashing corruption with 
the severest blows they candeal. It 
isa fact worthy of observation, that 
there is no tax direct or indirect, on the 
Press. If a man writes a book in 
China, and can afford to get it printed, 
there is no let or hindrance placed in 
his way by the Government, and, if he 
composes in n correct style, his. volame 
is pretty certain to gain a largo cirea- 
lation. 

Now, on the face of it, it would appear 
that the long possession of so great a 
blessing ns a free press would have, ero 
this, produced enormous benefits to th 
country. We know how mauy e 
Enropean lauds have suffered from tl 
repression of opinion, and we should 
have anticipated that the existence of 
the great guarantee and safeguard of 
liberty would have secured for. the - 
“Middle Kingdom” some vast advan- 
tages. Such, however, does not seem to 
lave been the case. There are several 
coantries in Earope where the press is 
gagged, which are ina far more pros- 
peroug condition than this perplexed 
Ind of Cathay. The popular panacea 
of liberalism; that gift of gifts, which 
is as precious to us “as the air wo 
breathe,” does not seem in any degree 
to lave preserved China from decay 
and contempt. The reason is not far 
to seek, The Press in China he 
failed to exercise the influence one 
would expect, because the works that 
issue from it are uot healthy and 
vigorous enough to effect a radical 
change, nor even to stir up a right 
eous discontent. They are all cut 
to a pattern. They are not books 
animated by any vivid spirit or iu- 
vigorating principle. There is no 
earnestness in their appeals, no warmth 
in their denunciations. If abuses are 
touched upon, they are referred to the 










































age of some ancieut sovereign who is 
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a traditional incarnation uf vice, and 
the édge of the censure is thus blanted. 
We should not expect auy great reform 
in aconntry, by freely diffusing over 
the longth and breadth of it copies of 
the “Proverbial Philosophy ;” and the 
resemblance between modern Chinese 
writers and Mr. Tapper is considerable. 
‘The. well known “ Sing Shi Pan Yen,” 
or “Precious Words to awaken the 
‘Ago,” is a caso in point. This book bas 
had, for over twenty years, @ large oir~ 
culation, but it cannot be expected to 
do any practical good. Stuffed full of 
dismal platitudes, it is hopeless to ex- 
pect that it will excite mon to political 
activity, or open their eyes to the 

“-abuses around them. To borrow a 
simile from Mr. Ruskiu, “you might 
sooner, get lightning out of incense 
smoke,” than true action or passion ont 
of a nation supplied with the literature 
which is the montal food of the Chinese. 
We have only to hope that, as the stu- 
dents of Western literature ‘become 
more numerous, a better spirit will. be 

» perceptible, ‘he natives uow under 
instruction read the books of European 
writers, and wo hope that the glowing 
thoughts which they coutain will gra- 
dually penetrate the most impervious 
of nations, und bear fruit,

The French Mail of April 12th is 
signalled as wo go to Press. 

‘The French Budget for 1872-3 shows a 
surplus of nineteen million francs. Mar- 
ral Bazaine sas been mado prisoner. 
7,000 Carlists and 15,900 troops are con- 
eontrated at Biscayo. 

A mupplementary article to the Washing- 
ton ‘Treaty, precluding liability for indirect 
damages, has been prepared by Eugland, 
and‘is now being secretly discussed by the 
Anierican Senate. Its ratification is con- 
sidered probable. The New York Chamber 
of Commerce and American Bankers Cor- 
poration have petitioned the Senate to 
ratify it Tho Foreign Committeo of the 
Sonate. amended the article immaterially. 
Tho Tribune and Herald continue urging 
its rejection. 

‘The American House of Representatives 
has referred to the Foreign Committeo the 
Resolution of General Butler, declaring 
that the recent statement of Sir S. Northcote 
mpugns tho American Commissioners’ 
{good faith. The statomentis, that a promise 
had been given to the British Commissioners 
that indirect claims would not be prosented.

intendence vf Captain Lewes, for the 
‘Tientsin trade, has arrived in port. 

‘A new frigate'constructed at the Kiang- 
nan arsonal, was launched yesterday. ‘This 
is, we believe, the largest ship ever built in 
China; the gross mensurementisabout2,700 
tons; the engines, of 400 nominal H.P. but 
capable of working up to 1,800 H. P., havo 
also been made here, together with all the 
pumps, capstans, &c, required for use on 
board.’ Itis expected that, when complete 
(about two months from date of launch), 
the ship’s draught of water will be about 
20 feet, with a displacement of 2,690 tons, 
‘and 12 nautical miles speed per hour. The 
battery will comprise twenty-six 40-pounder 
rifle guns, and two 90-pounders also rifled 
Thia ship shows that the Chinese have 
really made great advancement within the 
last four years ; only four foreigners have 
had to do with the construction, viz, Naval 
Architect, Engineer, Draughtsman, ‘and 
Shipwright. All the work has been done 
by Chinese artisans, and has been turned 
out in good style. 

From our shipping reports, it will be seen 
that the Hirado has brought down a full 
load of new tea. The P. & O. str. Deccan 
is expected to be first away for Tondon ; 
ang the Agamemnon close on her heels. 

‘We hear that the Silk market was opened, 
yesterday, at Tis. 460 a 470 for No. 43t0 5 
‘Tsatlee. That is equivalent to about Tis. 
490 a 500 for Red Peacocks, against Tis. 440 
and 450 which was the opening rate last 
year. 200 or 300 bales are said to have 
arrived, and 80 or 100 to have been settled. 

‘The schooner Maggie has returned: again 
from the wreck of the Hamilla Mitchell, 
with $8,732 more treasure, which was re- 
covered without the blasting that it had 
been apprehended would be necessary. 
‘The Dove came out from Ningpo, as before, 
for the protection of the divers. Two of 
her Marines came up in the Maggie, as 
escort, tu Shanghai. The Maggie has left 
again, for the wreck, with appliances for 
blasting in case these are found neces- 
sary. We understand that the divers 








Anticipate recovering the whole of the 
treasure, eventually ; but they probably 
think it wiser to bring back « few thousand 
dollars as they get it, instead of overload. 
ing the little achooner. 

In the salvage claim against the Claro 
Babuyan, which we reported last weak, the 
Court decides that the pilot’s services were 
rather of the nature of “‘extraotdinary 
pilot services, than of salvage in the strict- 
eat sense ;” and, following the practice of 
English Law Courts in such cases, awards 
him ‘about double the ordinary rate of 
pilotage, together with a sum for expenses 
or costs”—Tls, 200 -+ Tis. 100—Tis,°300, 

‘The Shanghai Hsien, in his proclamation 
regarding. the solar eclipse to take place 
on the 6th June, makes. the following 
quotation from the Provincial ‘Treasurer's 
despatch :—* At Soochow, the sun will be 
eclipsed 7 digits and 32 ‘minutes. The 
eclipse will commence. at 9.29 a.m.,creach 
its height at 11.37, and terminate at 12.56.” 
‘This being the caso, and the fact that all 
will terminate happily being woll known, 
what is the uso of encotivaging: ignorant 
superstition by inviting the people to 
beat gongs, to scare away an’ imaginary 
dragon ? uP we 

Tho Noweelliste has's paragraph rej 
ing the well known practiceby Chinese 
beggars, of sleeping. underneath, ‘bridges, 
Three days ago, the French Police wore 
informed that a dead body was lying 
derneath the bridge in the Rue Touran 
“on going to the. spot they found ni 
compartinents under the bridge, sufficiont to 
shelter- three or four persons. ‘The first 
was empty, its tenant having probably not 
yetarrived. Iu the second was the corpse, 
40 far decomposed that death mast hare 
taken, place several months ago, In com 
partments Nos. 3 to 8, six beggars were 
caught ; No. 9 escaped and’ swam across 
the Yang-king-pang.” The Noweelliste 
points out that care is taken on the Euglish 
‘concession to leave no empty spaces behind 
the bridge beams, and urges the French 
Council to take similar precautions. ‘The 
idea of a dead body lying under a bridge 
for months, , and living. men sleeping in 
adjacent’nooks, is horrible. 

We have to acknowledge the volume of 
“Returns of Trade at the Treaty Porls 
in China, for the year 1871,” just issued 
from the Customs Press, We congratulate 
the Department on having published them 
two months earlior than was done last yout. 

We print, elsowhiere, a communication 
which has been addressed by the Association 
of Lyons Silk Merchants, to the Shangbii 
Chamber of Commerce, with regard to the 
China silk trade. The Lydns merchants 
complain that the practices of packing it- 
ferior books in the middle of bales, of bad 
reeling, &c., are setting consumers agsintt 
China silk, and urge the Chamber of Com- 
merce to impress upon the Chinese the 
necessity for amendment, under penalty 
of seeing their silk shunned in the 
European market. 

‘The seventh report of the Hanxow Se- 
dicel Hospital lina been just issued. 
report embraces -a period of eighteo™ 
months, ended in December Inst. TH 
statistics show a satisfactory increase 
the number of attendants; and interesting 
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notes are given of various cases treated. 
~ A number of opium smokers were treated ; 

but the general desire seems to have been 
to reduce the habitual dose, rather than to 
give upthe practice. Mr. Hnrdey mentions 
the existence of a cholera epidemic in July 
and August. ‘The Chinese call the di- 
tease ‘ho-lan-teen’; it appears to be attended 
with vomiting, purging and cramps, fol- 
lowed in many cases by « rapidly fatal 
issue. No case was bronght to the hospi- 
tal .”An interesting instance of gratitude is 
recorded, in the case of a patient who came 
to have an immenso tumour removed. He 
had carried it about with him for seven- 
teon years, and his delight at getting rid 
of it may be imagined. ‘The operation was 
quite successful, but the man ran away be- 
fore the wound was quite healed, without 
thanking any one about the place, helped 
himaelf to» patient's bedding, and forgot 
to repay some money lent him, 

H, M.’s Gunboat Dove, which had been 
again out to the Leuconnas, to the wreck 
of the Hamilla Mitchell, roturned to Nixa- 
yo on the 20th, 

‘The Pexro Gazette of the 26th Apfil has 
jict regarding the laté grand secretary 
His character is highly spoken 
of, and the usual honours are conferred on 
him, He was a Mongol belonging to the 
Red Bordered Banner. Only two grand 
Secretaries now remain viz., Juilin, vice- 
roy of the two Kwang, and Chu Féng-pino ; 
and the Intter is s0 infirm that he recently 
petitioned the ‘Throne to be allowed to 
retire from office. 

Anedict in the Peking Gazette of the 19th 
April illustrates the usual Chinese military 
tactics, ‘The one leading idew is to sur- 
round the enemy ; the leading rule, appa- 
rently, after having done this, is to let 
him escape, ‘The assailants aro either 
humbugged with proposals to surrender, 
and thrown off their guard, or negocintions 
are opened with some officer in the sur- 
rounding force, who subsequently finds 
himself tnable to hold his ground ! 

Another in the Gazette of the 20th, 
illustrates the way in which the army is 
Kept up. A Shensi Mngistrite has beon 
drawing pay for 500 Militiamen. When the 
force was inspected, only 180 men turned 
out, and half of these were coolies intro- 
duced for the occasion. 
Practice, and helps tw -explain why insur- 
sents or brigauds can overrun a district so 
eauily. 

‘The Trextsix races came off ov the 16th, 
Tith and 18th instant ; the meeting’ was 
most successful. 

The Peking Gazettes. of the 23rd and 
2th April contain memorials from the 
Governor of Suaxtuxc, regarding the 
completion of the embankment of the new 
Yeliow River, in the neighbourhood of 
Howchialin, which is evidently considered 
aMevent of great importance. It appears 
that the river, finding au outlet at How- 

) ® place situated in or near th 
Yun-chéng district in the south-west of 
Shantung, had inundated a large tract of 
country in that direction. ‘The erection 
of embankinents &c. had therefore become 
necessary, in order to save the flooded 
districts. ‘Thin work, which las coat, we 
Rd told, ‘many myriads of ‘taels,” has 
eu pushed forward with a rapidity of 
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which the Chinese are seldom guilty. But 
speed in this case was absolutely necessary, 
as the flooded district must have been 
ruined if the water had not been drained 
off.in time to sow the crops. In an edict 
issued the 10th April, the Lieut.-Governor 
was lauded for the energy and ability he 
has displayed in carrying out the work,, 
and over thirty other officials were decorat- 
ed with titles, pencocks’ feathers &e. 

while the man who really seems to have 
done the work, and to have saved Tis, 
80,000, gets a peacock’s feather and Tis. 
500 as @ present. 

‘The Hanxow toa market has continued 
active since it opened. A large business 
has been transacted at prices showing. 
little, ifany;-reduction on opening rates. 
On the 18th, Teamen evinced more desire 
tovsell; but owing to the heavy settle- 
ments on the 19th and 20th rates again har- 
dened. Settlements amount now to about 
250 to 300 chops, leaving unsold 25 
chiefly Oopacks and Ningchows. The rate 
per Deccan has been reduced to £7. The 
Hindostan is to follow her at £6, and will get 
away within a few days after her, The 
Agamemnon is loading at £5. Frtights for 
other steamers are likely to go’ down to 
£4.10. Rates have ranged from Tl 
38 a 42 for Ningchows, Ts. 25a 33 
for Oopacks, Tis. 29 a 314 for Oonfas, 
Tis. 22} a 25 for Oonams. ‘These show 
Tiso of 1@ 2 tacls on Oopake, a reduction 
of 1@2 taels on Oonfas, while Ningchows 
and Oonams are about the same. The 
crop is an average one, but teas from the 
Oonam country inferior. 

It is vory rarely that the Peking Gazette 
mentions Yoxxax. ‘The number of the 
27th April does quote a memorial from the 
Governor ; but its tenor cannot be pleasant 
to the Imperial Government, The greater 
part of the province is in such a atate of 
auareby that the officials cannot remain 
at their posts ; and His Excellency there- 
fore cannot report on their official conduct. 
The treasuries are empty, the cities depo- 
pulated, and there are few taxes forthcom- 
ing. Why is not the great army that Li 
has, in Chibli, employed in re-conquering 
Yunnan? 

Mr. Pollard is expected in Hoxaxoxe in 
June, and Mr. Pauncefoote in July. The 
Haitoong has been repaired, and has made 
successful trial trip. The Daily Press 
Iearns that Captain Toppen still remains 
by the wreck of the Douglas, and with the 
crew is endeavouring to save what can be 
got hold of. “H.M. 8. Dwarf lies by 
the wreck, to keep the Chinese from 
accidentally getting hold of things which 
do not belong to them.” The Ava-Rona 
collision caso was opened on the 16th 
instant! It promises to be a long one. 

‘A Nacasaxr correspondent writes that 
the old P. & O. steamer Chusan has, been 
bought from the Japanese by a Shanghaite, 
and will be sailed over, next week, to 
serve as a hulk. She has been lying up 
for along time. The Lakloo will be over 
again soon, to look after her share of new 
teas.

Alaska 
and the barge of the Colorado took place 
on the 10th. The distance was three miles ; 
the Alaska’s boat won by « minute. 

‘There have been several great fires in 


Manma lately. The Advertiser translates . 


the following particulars from the Diario, 
The evening before last, Senor Ayala’s 
Sugar factory, Godowns and Offices at San 
‘Miguel (7 minutes drive from Manila,) 
were destroyed by fire. It commenced in 
the Godown in which the Sugar Bags were 
stored, and was not discovered till it had 
made great headway, and had become high- 
ly dangerous to the adjoining buildings, 
outside of Senor Ayala’s compound—in 
which were stored a very respectable num- 
ber of pipes of alcohol. ‘The cause of the 
fire and the value of the property des- 
troyed is unknown to us, but we hear it 
was insured. We have to report another 
fire of greater magnitude than the above. 
Balinag—one of the richest, most populous, 
and most industrious towns of Bulacan 
(the next yrdvince to Manila) has disap- 
peared—was reduced to ashes in little over 
u hour on Saturday last. It commenced 
in an oil manufactory, and in one hour 
500 houses in the centre of ‘the town were 
burnt down, entailing a loss of $500,000. 
Scarcely anything was saved by the inhab- 
itants, aud the misery and sufferings they 
are undergoing is indescribable. The fire 
we reported a dey or two ago at Aliaga, in 
Neuva Ecija (next province to, Bulassan) 
was unfortunately a large one, 100 houses 
having been destroyed. On Saturday, at 
9 p.m., the carriage manufactory of Gar- 
chittonena and Sinith, in the Escolts (in 
the very centre of the business part of 
Manila itself), was dincovered to be on fire, 
and caused the greatest alarm, but fortu- 
nately assistance was at hand, and the fire 
was put out befure any great damage was 
done. 

‘The steamer Lotus has been purchased 
to replace the Luzon on the mail line. 
‘The Easter week processions were 
poorly attended, on account of the 
unsafe feeling still existing since the Cavi- 
te insurrection. ‘This feeling was marked 
at one of the city processions ; a alight 
disturbance arose in the strect, when the 
Europeans fled, and left the images and 
adorumenis to their fate. ‘The cause was 
subsequently ascertained to, be an attempt 
on’ the part of an enterprising thief to pull 
out a jewelled comb from the coiffure of = 
rich mestiga, Telegraphs are increasing ; 
fifty pupils are wanted for the school of 
telegraphy, to work the lines now in for- 
mation, three in number,~Manila to 
Naie, which passes through Cavite—Ma- 
nila to Punto Santiago, which will bring 
the provinces of Laguna and Balargas into 
communication with the capital—and Ma- 
nila to Cape Bojeador.

SILK FILATURE IN NORTH CHINA. 
In is only tho other day that, referring 
to the difficulties attaching to the es- 
tablishment of the Sugar Company, 
in South China, we incidentally alluded 
to the subject of silk filaturein the 
north, The report of the Lyons Silk 
Association, addressed to the Shanghai 
Chamber, on the subject of the de- 
terioration in quality of China silk, 
makes the present a convenient oppor- 
tunity to again discuss the matter. ‘The 
Chinese seem to be fitted by their 
nature to attain to a certain excellence 
in the mechanical arts, but that falls 
very far short of what western civili- 
sation demands. One by one, the 
Chineso have been outstripped in those 
arts, by nations less favoured by nature; 
and it seems as if the few in which they 
still excel, must, unless active mea- 
sures be taken, follow the same course. 
Why is Assam tea every year becoming 
more and more a competitor with 
Chinese, but that the Chinese manipu- 
lator, having brought his work te a 
certain degree of excellence, mutters 
to. himself the talismanic words “ can 
do;” and no amount of persuasion or 
pressure, short of actual force, can com- 

1 him to move one step forward. 

‘hy are our houses full of leaks, our 
doors of cracks; why do our sushes 
admit all the elements; why caunot we 
sit in Chinese made chairs, without 
imminent fear of a collapse? Why, 
with the finest materials in the world, 
is the porcelain of China so crude 
that, except as a curio, no oue cares to 
possess it? Why do Chinese of the 
XIXth century spin and weave with 
the same rade implements as th 
ancestors did, two thousand - years 
‘ago; but that having once, however 
imperfectly, obtained an article to 
suit their immediate requirements, 
they have sat down with the muttered

right of inland residence was attended, 
in this particular instance, with more 
than ordinary evils. Messrs. Jardine, 
Mathesou’s struggles to get a fooling 
in the silk districts met with theactive 
opposition of the silk dealers, of the 
mandarins, and, under their influence, 
of the people to whom that foot- 
ing cont Lave. been productive of 
nothing but good, namely the silk 
growers. Had not this hostility been 
supplemented by what might at 
best be called luke-warmness on the 
part of British representatives, it is 
probable that, in the long ran, the 
scheme might have proved an economic 
success. Other reasons, it is trae, inter- 
yened to render the idea{inoperative, 
A’ merchant is a bad manufacturer, 
the instincts of the two are apt to be 
antagonistic. Altogether the filature 
never had a fair chance. Despite 
the difficulty of supplying it from a 
distance with cocoons, which rendered 
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working might have been.less intermit- 
tent than it proved in practice, had the 
ont-turn been a matter of more moment 
to the proprietors than it really was. 
‘The institution was kept up for many 
years, however; and we believe was not 
ineffectual in affording a standard of 
comparison for the uative reelers. 
In any case, since its closure, the 
preparation of the native silk has 
not improved. The Lyons Association 
declares that it has degenerated, and a 
better authority it would be vain to 
seck. Chinese reeled silk has, besides, 
to enter into a keener competition, 
since the disease amongst the silk- 
worms in Europe is dying out. All 
this points to the advisability of the 
re-establishment of foreign filature in 
Shanghai. It is of little use pointing 
out to the Chinese dealers the folly 
of their present course ; with them, the 
immediate profit of the moment will 
always outweigh their more permanent 
interests, Closer inspection will doubt- 
less remove the more glaring defects 
complained of, but to raise the stand- 
ard of silk filature so as to compete 
successfally with European work, will 
require the introduction of European 
energy Rud intelligence. No one will 
reap thd advantage quicker than the 
Chinese'themselves. Still, experience 
shows that every obstacle they can 
raise will be thrown iu the way. Tue 
exuiiple of the loss suffered in Japan 
may go some way towards conviucing 
them of this fact; but on the other 
hand, the experience of the Sugar Com- 
pany shows how little native assista 
is to be depended on, even when fair 
dealing is the most consonant with 
their interests.

few local chaszees ? ‘We are aware thut 
it is a moot point whether, on the

of stocks, the deterioration of the goods 
and the continual increase of interest. 
‘The Chinese tea-dealers, in this particu- 
lar iustauce, may have seemed to some 
to have done au unwise thing in their 
own interest; yet after all their conduct 
as probably dictated by wise policy.

‘There was, possibly, on the part of the 


local Chaszees, developed so large 
a feeling of satisfaction at the fact 
of having the market all to them. 
selves, that they probably were 
little less eager to bay. than would 
have been the peripatetics ; aud as the 
native dealers somehow or other suc- 
ceeded in getting their price, they wero 
tolerably indifferent as to those’ who 
gave it to them, Anyhow, the laugh 
has been more cr less. turned agaiust 
the two-and-twenty, who, with; every 
intention of competing for the first 
teas, found to their dismay on arriving 
at Kinkiang, that they were already 
forestalled. Of course, if the teas are 
as good as some people represent, it 
was a wise thing to settle quickly, but 
chaszees are notoriously sanguino at 
the opening’ of a seasou, and it is not 
an unusual thing to find a crop, highly 
spoken of in China, put down as in- 
ferior in England. We bave learnt of 
late years a good deal about China and. 
Chitieso ways, but we must cunfoss 
we were hardly prepared for this new 
experience of Haakow teas, By some, 
the alleged deterioration ju quality 
which marked the export of some. years 
back, was attributed in great, measure 
to the hurry with which the teas had 
been brought té market, and certain! 
it did seem as if foreigners were hold- 
ing ont a premium for the imperfect 
prepuration of the leat, This cau liow- 
ever hardly be suid to be the caso 
now; yet the present has proved 
the earliest season kuown in the river 
districts, The weather, it appears, 
wus excoptioually favourable for tho 
growth and preparation of the tons; 
but though this might, to a cortain ex. 
tent, have been calculated on, and 
though there were some signs of an 
earlier opening than usual, people still 
have besn taken by surprise. It was 
suid that the dealers had struggles 
with the growers, and that they were 
not uiwilling that the market should 
open at low rates. This might have 
accouuted for tle early arrival of a few: 
chops, but hardly for that of the bulk of 
the first crop, which came into market 
before the steamers’ had arrived to 
carry it off, There are many things to 
be learned yet in China; aud this, as to 
the causes which iufluence the native 
tea market, and-the relations between 
growers and dealers, is probably one 
of them. Our own attempts to occupy 
the intermediate position were uot ve 
succesful. The so-called ‘contract 
teas of six or seven years back introda- 
ced a disturbing element into the mar 
kot; and yet there does ‘not seem any 
reason why the preparation of ‘tea by 
foreigners shonld not be generally be- 
‘There was, probably, too littl 
division of labour, aud the autagonistic 
interests of exporters and .manyfac- 
turers were liable to get confused when 
undertaken by the same parties, 60 
that we bave had for the present to 
fall back on the old system. ‘The exam- 
plo of Assim goes to prove that adva 
tages may arise from foreign supervi- 
sion, in growing aud preparingithearticle; 
bat, from the peculiar cireumstauces 
China, the interference of foreigners 
in the early stages of the tea market 
has hitherto resulted ouly in an in 
crease in the price. It seems too much 
to hope that, until we can understand 















































more clearly than we do, the relations 
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between. cultivator, mannfacturer, and 
focal .authority, any earlier interfer- 
ence will be productive of -general

HONGKONG. 


Our readers ‘may have noticed with 
some surprise, the statement made by 
several gentlemen at the recent mect- 
ing of the Hongkong Chamber of Com- 
merce, that the Piece Goods G 






rokers as gave a third of their com- 
missions to the Chinese Hospital. ‘Ihe 
assertion has given rise to much dis-_ 
cusion in the Hongkong papers, 
and has been denied by the Chair- 
man of the Hospital Committee 
and by the Piece Goods Guild. The 
former emphatically denies that the 
Committee exact any tax whatever; 
they receive subscriptions towards the 
hospital expenses, from whatever guilds 
may be'willing to contribute, but 
they ‘know? nothing of the manner 
in which the amoant is raised. The 
public answer was: so far 80 good, but 
this does~not’affect the assertion that 
the Piece Goods Guild levy the tax for 
your benefit.—And this Brought the 
Guild into the field. ‘They quite admit 
tox; itis a custom, but 
1g to do with the hospital ; 
itis s contribution to the funds of the 
guild; and the guild’s contribution of 
$700 to the hospital does not at all 
represent tho proceeds of this “squeeze. 

‘Tt mast be admitted that this seems a 
fair denial ‘and explanation, of what 
lad rather an awkward look at the 
ft; Bat it seoms hardly to re- 
the impression which has gained 
ground, that a powerfal native or- 
ganisation does lurk behind the meri- 
torious institution which has been 
the origin of this controversy. The 
question will occur to those not 
well acquainted with Chinese ways 
of working, low a hospital, an insti- 
tation merely for the relief of the 
sick, could have so much influence. A 
very uatural question; but we need 
only recall Dr. Kerr's account of 
the new Chinese h ital, at Canton 
—referred to in our leading columns 
last week—to show that it is quite 
possible other motives besides pure be- 
novolence, may underlie such an institu 
tion. A short’ history of the establish- 
ment in question. may serve to slew that 
tho idea of an ulterior motive existing 
js not altogether 





























also in its case,

Between two and three years ago, 
there was exposed by one of the local 
Papers, a state of things which was suf- 
ficient to shock even those who have 
Seen 4a Chinese prison! There then 
existed in the Colony an institu 
tion called the Etsze, or Hospital, ma- 
naged by Chinese, at which it was 
Supposed that the sick received the 
Care and attention. which might be 
€xpected in an institution called by that 
tame, At least people thonght so, until 
it was shown that the place was little 
more than a house to which the 
sick were carried, and left to die. The 
tyes of the Government having been 
jr CbIy opened to this state of affairs, 
it suppressed the institution, and sug- 
Betted the establishment of a hospital 
which it would give a grant in aid, 











and which would be under Govern- 
ment supervision. The Chinese readi- 
ly adopted the proposal, received a 
grant of land, and a sum of, we believe, 
$15,000. After consultation among 
themselves, a Committee was form- 
ed by the Chinese—and the -build- 
ing was commenced. One of its 
first ‘proposals was that thefee for 
membership should be half-a-dollar, 
but the motive for this being sns- 
pected by the Government, it was 
ultimately fixed at a higher sam. 
But the committee soon began to 
tender its advice to the Govern- 
ment regarding ‘matters in no way 
connected with the hospital. They 
seem, indeed, to make little seoret of 
their real design, for we find that, in their 
congratulatory address to Sir Richard 
MacDonnell, on his departare from the 
Colony, they thank him for his 
Kindness in founding a “club”. for the 
benefit of the natives; at least, such is 
the term given as their name for the 
hospital, in the official translation of the 
address, At any rate, there sees little 
doubt that this “hospital committee” 
is exercising a great influence over the 
native community. In his speech 
at the opening ceremony, Sir Richard 
MacDonnell showed mistrust of the 
way in which the institution was 
being managed, and his successor will 
nodonbt keep a look out on their do- 
ings. Itis natural that any association 
of the rich and influential should 
have power, if they choose to exert 
it—whatever may have beon their 
nominal, and perbaps original, object. 
What the Hongkong Government bas 
to do, is to see that this power 
isnot ‘used inconveniently. A strong 
native association might be a powerful 
aid to the Government—or it might be 
a dangerous hindrance. Unfortunately 
for the interests of the Colony, the 
officials, with the exception perhaps of 
the Tnspector of Schools, seem un- 
familiar with Chinese character; so that 
native eccentricities are liable to only 
imperfect check. 




















BARROW IN FURNESS. 


No parallel can probably be found in 
th world, certainly none in England, 
to the rapid growth of the town and 
port of Barrow in Furness, in the ex- 
treme north-mest of Lancashire. Twen- 
ty years ago n att ling village with 
Teed than 200 inhabitants, ‘mot to" be 
found on any mapsave the most minute 
in its details, and scarcely allowed a fow 
lines in the local gazetteer, Barrow 
now a seaport town possessing a popu- 
lation of some 76,000 engaged in al- 
most every branch of commercial and 
‘industrial enterprise, and with lines of 
immense docks second to few towns 
in England, Barrow owes its first 
distinction to the construction of 
a line of railway in 1857, to carry 
iron ores, which were then 
ginning to become known, but 
which had hitherto been shipped in 
small craft from a wooden pier exposed 
to the gales of the Irish Sea. In its 
early days it grew bat slowly till, in 
1859, Messrs. Schneider and Co. com- 
menced the erec! of blast farnaces ; 
the iron, hematitic in nature, was 
found of excellent quality, and. admir- 
ably adapted for conversion into steel 











by the Bessemer or other processes. 
This led to the commencement, in 1863, 
if the “Barrow Hematite Steel Co.” 
whose works, covering a space of some 
25 acres, are probably the largest and 
most complete in the country; and theso 
in turn led to the introduction of other 
industries. Barrow may thus be said 
to be about the same age as the foreign 
settlement at Shanghai, though in 
the mattor of popnlation it seems to 
have somewhat outrun the great com- 
mercial emporium of the Far East. In 
other respects, Barrow in Furness is 
abead of ourselves, and it is worth 
while asking whence so great a dif- 
ference has arisen, In our burry to 
increase, we forgot for the nonce all 
care for the sanitary condition of the 
city we were building; nay more, we 
built it in such a style with crowded, 
crooked and narrow streets, that it 
already bears within it the seeds of 
its own destruction; we fought and 
fought over every inch of the muddy 
fore-shore, till we caused the serious 
deterioration of our harbour ; and after 
twenty odd years of this, wo are only 
now finding out our mistake, and how 
much better we might have been, 
hiad wo been guided by a little fore- 
sight, Even now, as a community, 
we look upon tho man rather as a 
bore, who points out the inovitable 
consequences of such a stato of affairs; 
and hardly give the active support wo 
ought, to those who urge the necessity 
for remedying past errors. 

Barrow then is abont the same ago 
as the Foreign Settlements, and con- 
tains let us say an equal population, 
Let us see what Barrow has pro- 
vided, and-compare it with Shang. 
hai, "The town, running from south 
east to north-west, may be said to be 
angalar in form, and covers a space of 
rather more than 2,000 acres, its 
greatest length being some two or 
three miles. The streets are well laid 
out at right angles, and many of them 
are wide and spacious, Many works of 
ious sorts have been established in 
this space; ship-building yards, en: 
gineering works and graving docks ; 
one firm having contracted for a line 
of six steamers of 5,000 tons burden 
ench, to trade between Barrow and 
Canada. There are timber yards and 

engine and boiler works; 
steam rope and wire works, manufac- 
tares of railway plant, and finx and 
jute works, not to speak of the lines of 
docks and the iron works mentioned 
above. It has-a town hall, Municipal 
offices and market place, a commo- 
dious theatre, baths and wash houses, 
a working Mon’s Clob, and several 
handsome’ churches, in addition to 
several large nnd elegantly fitted 
up hotels. ‘The attraction of Barzow in 
Varnem in bowaver, its ‘miageitomt 
docks, which exceed in area the whole 
of those on the Liverpool side of the 
Mersey, covering some 350 or moto 
acres, One dock, the Devonshire,. is 
2,500 feet in length, another, the Buc- 
cleugh, 3000 feet. When the works 
now in: progress are completed, the 
water area of the Barrow docks’ will 
be 360 acres, with wharves adjoi 
200 acres in extent, and covered wi 
ware-houses four stories high. Somo 



























thousands of meni are employed on these 
worke, which are being pushed forward 
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with great rapidity. It must be nd- 
mitted that this is a remarkable picture 
of progress, for some fifteen or twenty 
years. We in Shanghai have a rising 
trade, and bid fair to become the em:po- 
rium of the Far East, but we can hardly 
show equal marks of energy. Shanghai 
is as capable of improvement as Bar- 
row, and though 73,000 of our 75,000 
residents are chiefly remarkable for 
stagnation—and their rulers for ob- 
stractiveness—it is we who have at 
least the laying ont of .streets, the 
control of the band line, and the 
sanitary arrangements of the place, to 
answer for. 

















‘THE CHAIN GANG, 
‘We have always regretted the aba 
donment of the chain-gang system, 
which was established in the early 
days of the Mixed Court, and proved 
80 efficient a means of punishing 
thievish coolies and peculative house- 
boys. Chinese modes of punishment 
are, as a rule, very unsatisfactory. 
You are never sure that a sentence of 
imprisonment will be carried out, bat 
feel a lurking suspicion that ihe’ very 
dollars of which you have been robbed, 
‘will enable a thief to bribe his way 
to-liberty. Yet a Chinese prison is 
something so horrible, that a. commu- 
tation which frees a human being from 
0 much filth, disease and starvation, 
ie hardly regrettable, Flogging with 
the light bamboo is ridiculously in- 
adequate as a punishment for theft, and 
flogging with the heary bamboo is 
cruel, because it lacerates and causes 
permanent injary. The canguo is 
more efficacious; coolies, beggars and 
ofessional thieves may not care for 
it very mnoh;-but mon who have 
held any respectable apositon fel the 
‘exposure keenly. Neither of these 
anishments however can compare with 
he chaiu-gang. The same publicity 
‘was secured as by the cangue; and the 
eflicient pnnishment of wok was 

added, It used to be rather amusing, 
sometimes, to seo the prisoners start 
for their day's Inbour smoking ciga- 
Yoltes, or 1g the municipal rol- 
lor. sheltered by umbrell i 
eminently satisfactory to see 
polite native who had stolen your 
Trvonrite atads, and whose long Sager 
tails had traly expressed his antipathy 
to work for his ample wages—to seo 
this indi wheeling » munici 
barrow, in chains, or breaking 
municipal stones under the stern eye 
of a road inspector. People used to 
\k the terms of sentence in the chain- 
gang were short, but experience showed 
Minfoven short’ sontences affected. tho 
culprits very severely. It is. generally 
through dissipation, that a respectable 
Chinese comes to grief; and even the 
light work imposed used to tell severe- 
ly on the opinm smoking shroff or the 
delicately nurtured “boy.” How- 
ever, there was the punishment, ap- 
propriate and sufficiently elastic. "One 
thing a Chinaman dreads, is “losing 
face” i 












































manual Iabour ; 
aid he was made to work, in the 
chain-gang. ‘The labour could easil 
be mado hesvigr:'or. lighter, .acoord- 








ing to his strength or feebleness. 
How the system fell through, was 
never made very clear; the Council 
declared the Mixed Conrt ceased to 
send criminals, the Mixed Court said 
the Council ceased to receive them. 
Probably the real cause was, relaxa- 
tion in the conduct of the Mixed 
Court, In any case, successive Coun- 
cils have expressed their regret at the 
abandonment of the system; and we 
have reason to believe that the Mixed 
Court Magistrate would willingly see it 
reestablished. He has no gach, and 
perhaps he feels the same uncertainty 
that foreigners do, about the fate of 
prisoners consigned to the city; whereas 
culprits sentenced to the chain-gaug 
fell into the hands of the foreign police, 
and found shelter in the Municipal 
cells, Even in their last Report, for 
the year just ended, the outgoing 
Council take occasion to “ unanimously 
endorse the opinions expressed by their 
predecessors; and, in retiring from 
office, strongly urge the re-introduc- 
tion of the hard labour system, which 
has been allowed to fall into disuse.” 
Would it not be well to make an effort, 
now, to secure this object? If our in- 
formation is correct, no great opposi- 
tion is to be anticipated from the 
i the Mixed Court 
rate ia willing; the Taolai is 
i and persuasible 
t the 
foreign Consuls share the conviction of 
their countrymen ; notably, it ws 
under the influence of B. M.'

WHAT PEOPLE ARE SAYING, 

Wonder why sam-li don't. come to 
Shanghai ; they go up the Yangtze as far 
as Hankow. Can't get over the Woosung 
bar, probably ! 

OF course that bar question is shelved 
again, now. ‘Tremendous excitement 
about it for the space of three months, 
and then a general collapse. Chineso 
obstructiveness, backed by Ministerial 
obtuseness, is too much for anybody. 

‘Would the Ministers be surprised to 
learn, now, that neither engineering nor 
mohetary questions enter into the case at 
all, with the Chinese ; but that they desire 
to maintain the bar because they consider 
it a useful obstruction? Would they be 
surprised to hear that instructions have 
been sent down from Peking, to place every 
possible obstacle in the way of the pro- 
posed dredging operation, because they 
don't want to make it easy for iron-clads 
to get up to Shanghai ?—It is very 
wicked ; but people will say that Ministers 
are being made cat’s-paws of, bye-and-bye. 
Engineering difficulties, in the way of 
cutting a hole in amud bank half-a-mile 
broad—bosh ! If it were a question of 
dredging away the Langshan crossing, 
there might be some reason in the cry. 

‘The only men who have a right to oppose 
the scheme, are the pilots. Heard one of 
them say, the other day, that the bar was 











placed there by nature for some special 
purpose, and it would be wrong to touch 
it, He must have been to Peking lately. 
Knew it was no use to talk about vested 
interests, so invented » good solid Peking 
platitude, instead. 

‘The S. 8. N.’s policy in lowering freights 
Jost year, doesn’t seem to have had much 
effect in deterring steamers from going up ; 
about a score seem to be on their way, or 
to purpose starting ; but the Company 
are wise to goon as though they did not 
exist. . Loading teas direct from Hankow 
isa feature in the programme now, and 
nothing but choking the Yangtze is likely 
tostop them. 

Splendid sell, that opening of the Han- 
kow tea market, Two-and-twenty wise 
men from the East going up to superin- 
tend, and arriving two days after the event 
—after some 20,000 chests had been sold, 
Why don’t they start a little earlier, and 
try to catch some of the Ningchows, en 
route, at Kiukiang?” Teamen would be 
glad enough to offer theni, there, if there 
were plenty of buyers; and if people are 
going up the river atiall, they may as well 
buy. at one place as another—at least s0 
Kiukiang people think, 

Wonder what sort of carriage regulations 
the Municipal Council are going to invent. 
Pity the primeval Councils did not render 
them comparatively unnecessary, by mak- 
ing wider streets. ‘There is plenty of room 
for improvement, however, as it is, ‘The 
streets need not absolutely be used for 
breaking in ponies. Saw a griffin run 
away down Nanking Road the ‘other 
day, and upset the trap. and: driver oa 
the jetty. Now, that is a sort of thing 
that might just as well be done on 
the Sinz road. Neither is it absolutely 
necessary for Mafoos ive faster than 
eight miles an hour ; they run over more 
people than foreigners do, and foreigners 
get the odium. 

Begin to see, now, why the Council did 
not answer the question put at the Rato- 
payers’ meeting, as to why. the Yangtze 
poo bridge was being built at right angles to 
the road. It is speaking for itself now 
little bunding out of the road on one side, 
and a few trees planted on the other, make 
it run evenly enough. The. explanation 
was so simple that it might as well have 
been given; but'so many questions must 
be a little irritating ; don’t | wonder the 
Council feel inclined sometimes to sy; 
practically—Wait, and see. tho thing 
finished ! 

That’s all vory well; but we waited to 
see the Hongkew Creek bridge finished, 
and a bright result that is. If the Rate- 
payers who spoke of it so emphatically 
had been able to ask questions alittle 
earlier, perhaps that edifice might be ra 
ther less near a semi-circle than it is. 
Remember all the fuss that was made 
about building up the abutments, be- 
cause the bridge was too low &c.? Well, 
two men who can’t understand how the 
designer of the bridge between the English 
and French Bunds could haye made such 
a blunder on the Broadway, measured 
them both the other day ; that is to #8» 
they agreed to stand, one on -each bridge, 
at the top of the flood tide, and to 
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mensuré the’ space between the crown of 
the arch and the water, at the same mo- 
ment, They found that there were 2ft. 
$im. more space under the Hongkew 
Bridge than under the Yang-king-pang 
bridge ; so they concluded that the 
former might have been made 2it. Sin. 
lower, and that the hump is, therefore, 
unnecessary. Of course they don’t know 
anything about it—but they think the peo- 
ple who put up the bridge don't.

SINGAPORE. 

‘The steamer was to leave Hongkong early 
in the morning, so we went on board in the 
evening. It wasaqniet starlight night, and 
the phosphorescent light made the water 
resemble liquid fire, as it was disturbed 
by the boat or dripped from the oars. 

The steamer Glaucus is a new vessel, 
making her first trip. Everything is new 
and clean, and the offiéers and stewards as 
kind and accomodating as could be desired. 
At seveh in the morning she weighed an- 
chor and began to move through the ship- 
ping—dipping her ensign as she passed the 
numerous vessels among which she wended 
her way, and receiving similar tokens of 
respect. | Among others she passed close to 
an American man-of-war, and it was pleas- 
ant to see the stars and stripes hauled 
down in compliment to the English mer- 
chant steamer. One could not help feel- 
ing sad at the thought that anything 
should occur to interrupt this good feeling. 





‘Hongkong lay bathed in the morning 
light, as we took a long, lingering, parting 


look. The stéamer passes round to the 
North of the island, and out to sea on the 
West side, between the island and the 
mainland.’ Looking again for the residence 
of our friend, handkerchiefs were seen 
waving on the verandah, showing we were 
not forgotten and thatthe departure of the 
steamer had been watched for. We were 
soon through the strait, and fairly out to 
sea, We lind been so ong on shore,. that 
the motion of the vessel was quite dis- 
agreeable for 2 day or two. But we then 
became accustomed to it, and enjoyed ‘the 
run to Singapore. On the evening of the 
fifth day, we saw the Singapore light re- 
volving and appearing above the horizon 
every few minutes. At eleven o'clock we 
anchored, and the next morning, soon after 
daylight, passed through the hatbor to the 
new docks. 

‘The island strikes you at once as a placo 
of surpassing loveliness, Here the tropical 
forest, and jungle extends to the very 
water's edge, “dipping its large leaves into 
the glassy sea ;” while a little beyond, the 
coast line is broken by a brown rocky ‘cliff. 

Little green islets are scattered like 
gems upon the quiet waters. “Eternal 
summer gilds these shores,” and tho 
flowers never pass away; the bloom and 
mature fruit often appear side by side on 
the-same tree, and the sweet perfume is 
borne ‘on the gentle land breezes mile or 
two out to sea. *< 

The beautiful and quiet bays which 
indent the island, must have furnished safe 
harbours from the hordes of pirates which 
formerly infested these waters. Indeed it 
is said that tho entire population of 
and the surrounding iolands gave them- 
selves up to this life, resorting to fishing 
only when, on account of the prevailing 
monsoon, it was impossible to follow the 
more lucrative business of piracy. Upon 
the principle that “dead men tell no tales,” 
their victims were’ invariably put out-of 
the wa;

We left Singapore Tuesday evening, and 
reached Penang ‘Thursday: morning’ the 
Tistance being about four ‘hundred sailea, 
The island of Penang is thirteen miles 
long by ten wide. It ia the earliest British 
possession in the Straits. 

‘The scenery is very beautiful. The 
island with slight exception “is a mass of 
s rising steeply from the water's ed 
in little cones gradually increasing towards 
the centre where these are three moun- 
tains of aboutthesame altitude.

Tho town, with its mburbs, covers about 
asquare mile. The carriages and people on 
the streets are much the same ‘as. those 
seen in Singapore, except that the natives of 
India are more numerous. A driveinto the 
‘country a few miles, to » pretty waterfall, 
takes you past gardens of nutmeg, clove, 
and cinnamon trees, interspersed with 
patches of Sugar canes, tobacco, 
coffee, and indi 

‘Near the waterfalls, bath-houses have 
been erected, and ‘though the falls 
will scarcely compare with those found in 
other lands, yet in the midst of a tropical 
vegetation, they are prized and much 
visited. | 

‘The hill behind /the town commands a 
view of surpassing beauty. We took s 
stroll through several of the streets and 
looked into the public schools, where 
three hundred and ninety native; and 
Chinese boys are being educated, in English 
and Malay. ‘The goverament, so far en- 
lightened as to furnish schools for the 
boys, may sometime ree the importance of 
educating the girls also. Across the nar- 
row channel, about threemiles wide, is seen 
Province Wellesley, its shore “fringed 
with a belt of dark foliage.” This 
provinee, comprising 150 square miles of 
land, was bought for £2,000. in the. year

‘The difference between this estimate and 
the others was so great, that the memorialist 
thought Captain Lin must have made some 
mistake in his calculations, and therefore 
requested him to make another survey. He 
did so and re-affirmed ‘the correctness. of 
his estimate. Still the memorialist felt 
doubtful, and- was apprehensive lest the 
work would not he properly done; but 
Captain Liu expressed himself perfectly. 
illing to be responsible for any failure or 
any mishap which might occur. Though 
an old man upwards of seventy, he 
superintended the work in person night 
and day, and has executed it most 
satisfactorily ; it could not have been 
better. Although he had retired from 
active service on: account of his advanced 
ge he willingly came forward to assist 
when called on.

iguish what the plaintiff did on this 
occasion, from what it may often-be the duty 
of a pilot to do. 

Whether the services of the tug were in the 
nature of salvage services, I am not called 
onto decide. ‘The tug has been paid for what 
she did, and itis said upon a very liberal scale, 
but with this I lave nothing further to do 
‘than to remark that, assuming the case to be 
one of silvage; “the plaintiff could at most 
only be entitled to a proportion of the whole 
sum awarded, and ‘pon any view of 
the case I think his claim is greatly exag- 
gerated. Should such a case as this occur 
on the English coast, what would at the 
outside be the sum’ awarded as salvage to 
be divided among the tug owners, pilot and 
others? ‘Perhaps at the most £200, or about 
700 tacls. 

On ‘the whole I incline to the conclusion 
that the. plaintiff's services come under the 
description - of extraordinary pilot services 
rather than of salvage in the strictest sense. 
In such cases, the English Court has awarded 
about double the ordinary cate of pilotage, to- 
getter with a eum for expenses or coats (see 

ie Biiterprise’ 2 Hogg., 178 n.) and this is the 
course which it seems right to pursue here. 
‘The defendants have paid into Court 100 taels 
as the outside which the plaintiff would be 
entitled to, had this case of pilotage been dis- 
tinguished by no extraordiiary circumstances, 
Taward to‘him double this sum, and a further 
‘sum of taels 100 as costs.
